OR otherwiſe Prayer, in reſpect 

of the other parts, (though as it 

is ordinarily ulcd or abufed, it be ta- 

ken for an ordinary matter, yet 1n- 

deed) to pertorm it rightly and due- 

ly, is thekigheſt and hardeſt picce of all 
the ſervice of God, 

For (bel.d2 the qualifications re- 

quired 
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quired to fit us for the performance 
of 1t ) Prager being in it iclt a Duty 
wholly Spiritual, and 1equiring a Spt- 
ritual intention of the Sorl to God, it 
will be found a very dithcult and 
rare thing for us, who are continual- 
ly clogged and incumbered with 
Fleſh and Bloud, (vo to abſtratt our 
thoughts trom all bodily and worldly 
things, as to place them freely and 
purely upon an inviſible Object.

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ready and forward to the perform- 
ance of it. | 

And accordingly in the firſt Age 
of the- Church, when Religion and 
Zcle were in their youth and vigour, 
it was the good cultom to _— 
this Sacrament (if not ezery day! as it 
1s thought, yet at leaſt ) every Lords 
day. 

But afterward as Piety began to 
grow more dull, and Love more cold, 
It was by little and httle brought 
down to once a Moneth. 

And this Order ſtill remains 1n the 
Church of God, (though now ſome- 
what diſturbed by prevailing SefQa- 
rics among us.) And at thole times 
the Supper is appointed to be made 
ready, and the Table furniſhed for 
all ſuch as can think fit to ſpare ſo 
much time from their worldly bufi- 
neſs, to come to the Marriage-fealt of 
the great King of Heaven. For herein 
they are yet left to more liberty, and 
not neccflarily required to come oft- 
ncr than thrice a year. 

And 


- — 
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And truly ſuch is 'the negligence 
of many (who yet would be account- 
ed Chriſtians) that they are not aſha- 
med to ſtretch this liberty to the ut- 
moſt. Yea, and it were well if even 
then they would come meetly provi- 


- ded, and had not more reſpect to the 


Shame of the World, than to the Ho- 
nour of God, or their own Good. 

Certainly any ſober Chriſtian can- 
not conſider without ſhame and in- 
dignation how much Mankind are 
fallen from their farſt love. 


But that which 1s ordinarily 
brought for an excuſe, 1s 1n it {elf fo 
unworthy and unrcaſonable, that it 
makes this Neglect yet more abomi- 
nable and intolerable. 

And indecd it 1s ſomewhat worſe

But if you are not prepared to 
meet your Saviour at his Table, to 
celebrate the memorial of his Mercy, 
how would you appear before him at 
his Seat of Judgment, to which yer 
you know not | - you may be ſoon- 
er called ? 

If therefore you could wiſh to be 
always provided for Death, which ofs 
ten comes ſuddenly, always xncertain- 
 b, think not much to beſtow a little 
| time in preparing your felt for this 
Sacrament, as often as vou may have 
an opportunity of receiving it. 

And 
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And thoſe which in theſe days of 
Captivity have not that convenience 
of receiving from the hands of them 
who have authority to give it, may 
yet do well not to omit the Duty of 
Preparation. Let them do that which 
they can, and for that which they 
cannot God will accept the will for 


the deed.

and guilt, the ſpirit of diviſion hath 
inſinuated it (elf as well into our at- 
fkections as our judgments z that badge 
ot Diſcipleſhip which thou recom- 
mendeſt to us, 1s caſt off, and all the 
contrary wrath and bitterneſs, anger 
and clamour called in to maintain 
and widen our breaches. O Lord, 
how long ſhall we thus violate and 
defame that Goſpel of Peace that we 
profes? how long ſhall we thus mad- 
ly defcat our ſelves, loſe that Chriſti- 
anity which we pretend to ſtrive for ? 
O Thou which make(t men to be of 
one mind in an houſe ,. be pleaſed fo 
tO unite us, that we may be perfectly

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joyned together in the ſame mind, and 
in the ſame judgment. And now that 
in Civil affairs there ſeems fome apt- 
neſs to a Compolure , O let not our 
Spiritual differences be more unre- 
concilcable. Lord, let not the rough- 
eſt winds blow out of the Sanctuary 3 
let not thoſe which ſhould be thy 
Embaſladors for Pcace, {till found a 
Trumpet for War : but do thou rc- 
veal thy {elf to all our Ehahs in that 
{r1}] ſmall voice, which may tcach them 
to Eccho thce in the hike meck treat- 
ing with others. Lord, Ict no unſca- 
{onable ſtiffncts of thoſe” that arc in 
the right, no perverſe obſtinacy of 
thoſe that are in the wrong, hinder 
the cloſing of our wounds 3 but let the 
one in{truct in meeknels, and be thou 
pleaſed to give the other repentance 
twthe acknowledgement of the Truth. 
To this end do thon, O Lord. mollifte 
all exaſperated minds, take off all ani- 
moſitics and prejudices, contempt and 
heart-hurnings, and by uniting their 
hvarts prepare for the reconciling

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their opinions : and that nothing may 
intercept the clear ſight of thy truth, 
Lord, let all private and ſecular de- 
ſigns be totally depoſited, that gain 
may no longer be the meaſure of our 
Godlineſs, but that the one great and 
common - concernment of truth and 
peace may be unanimouſly and vi- 
goroully purſued. Lord, the hearts of 
all men are in thy hands, O be thou 
pleaſed to let thy Spirit of peace over- 
ſhadow the minds of all contending 
partics 3 and if it be thy will, reſtore 
this Church to her priſtine ſtate, re- 
new her daycs as of old; let her c- 
ſcrape out of Egypt be lo entire, that 
not an hoot may be left behind : But 
it thy Wiſdom ſec 1t not yet a ſcafon 
for ſo full a dcliwverance, Lord, deter 
not, we beſeech thee, ſuch a degreeof 
It, as may at leaſt ſecure her a being 3 
if ſhe cannot recover her beaury, yer, 
O Lord , grant her health, ſuch a 
ſoundnels of conſtitution as may pre- 
(erve her from diliohution. Let thy 
providence tind out fome good Sa- 

I 4 maritan- 
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maritans to cure her preſent wounds: 
and to whomſovever thou ſhalt com- 
mit that important work, Lord, give 
them skiltul hands and compaſhonate 
hearts ; direct them to ſuch applica- 
tions as may moſt ſpeedily, and yet 
molt ſoundly, heal the hurt of the 
danghter of Sion 5 and make them 
{© advert to the interc{ts both of truth 
and peace, that no lawful condcſ{cen- 
ſion may be omitted, nor any unlaw- 
fal made. And do thou, whoart both 
the wonderful Counſellor and Prince 
of peace, ſo guide and proſper all pa- 
cifick endeavours, that all our di- 
ſtractzons may be compoled, and our 
Jeruſalem may again become a City 
at unity in it {clf; that thoſe happy 
primitive dayes may at length revert, 
wherein Vice was the only Hereſic; 
that all our inteſtine contentions may 
be converted into a vigorous oppo- 
ſition of our common encmy, our un- 
brotherly feuds into a Chriſtian zeal 
againſt all that exalts 1t felt againſtthe 
obedience of Chritt. Lord, hear us, 

anc 
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and ordain peace for us, even for his 
fake whom thou haſt ordained our 
Peace-maker, Jeſus Chriſt our Lord.

A Prayer for the King and State. 


Moſt gracious Lord, who dot 

not attict willingly, nor grieve 

the Children of men, who ſmiteſt not 
till the importunity of our fins en- 
force thee, and then correCteſt in 
meaſure, we thy unworthy creatures 
humbly acknowledge that we have 
abundandtly taſted of this patience 
and lenity of thine. To what an en- 
ormous height were our fins arriv'd 
cre thou beganſt to viſit them! and 
when thou couldit no longer for- 
bear, yet maſtering thy power, thou 
haſt not proportion'd thy vengeance 
to our crimes, but to thy own graci- 
ous deſign of reducing, and reclaim- 
ing us. Lord, had the firſt ſtroke of 
thy hand been exterminating , our 
K 5 guilts 
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owilts had juſtified the method; but 
thou haſt proceeded by ſuch eafie 
and gentle degrees, as witneſs how 
much thou defiredſi to be interrupt- 
ed, and ſhew us, that all that ſad 
weight we have long groaned under, 
hath been accumulated only by our 
own incorrigiblenels. Tis now, O 
Lord, theſe many years that this Na- 
tion hath been in the Furnace, and 
yet our droſs waſtcs not, but encrea- 
ſes; and it 1s owing only to thy un- 
ſpeakable mercy, that we, who would 
not be purified, are not confumed 3 

that we remain a Nation, who ceaſe 
not tobe a moſt ſinful, and provoking 
Nation. O Lord, It not this long- 
ſuffering of thine ſerve only to up- 
braid our obſtinacy, and enhanſc our 
guilt ; but let 1t at laſt have the pro- 
per cftfect on us, melt our hearts, and 
lead us to repentance. And oh, that 
this may be the day for us thus to 
ctxſcern the things that belong to our 
peace ! that all who are (yea, and all 


who are not) caſt down this day in 
an 
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an external humiliation, may by the 
operation of thy mighty Spirit have 
their Souls laid proſtrate before thee 
in a ſincere contrition ! O thou who 

canſt out of the very Stones raile up 
children unto Abraham, work our 
{tony flinty hearts into ſuch a temper 
as may be malleable to the impreſſt- 
ons of thy grace, that all the ſinners 
in $70 may tremble ; that we may 
not by a perſevering obſtinacy ſeal to 
our ſelves both temporal and eternal 
ruinez but in ſtcad of our mutinous 

complaining at the puniſhments of 
our ins, ſcarch and try our wayes, 
and turn again to the Lord. O be 
thou pleaſed to grant us this one 
grand tundamental mercy,that we who 
lo impatiently thirſt! after a change 
without us, may render that poſlible 
and ſafe by this better and more nc- 
ccllary change within us; that our 
ſins may not, as they have {© often 
done, interpoſe and eclipie that light 
which now begins to break out upon 
us. Lord, thy Dove ſcemsto approach 


\t 
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us with an olive-branchin her mouth, 
oh let not our filth and noyſomneſs 
chace her away ; but grant usthat true 
repentance which may atone thee, and 
that Chriſtian charity which may re- 
concileus with one another. Lord, let 
not our breach either with thee or a- 
mong our ſelves be incurable, but by 
making up the firſt prepare us for the 
healing of the latter. And becauſe, O 
Lord, the way to make us one fold 
is to have one Shepherd, be pleaſed 
to put us all under the conduct of 
him to whom that charge belongs 3 
bow the hearts of this people as of 
one man, that the only contention 
may be who ſhall be moſt forward 
in bringing back our David. O let 
none reflec] on their paſt guilts as an 
Argument to perſevere, but repent, 
and to make thcir return ſo fincere as 
may qualifie them not only for his 
but thy Mercy. And, Lord, bepleaſed 
fo to guide the hearts of all who ſhall 
be intruſted with that great concern- 
ment of ſetling this Nation, that they 
may

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may weigh all their deliberations in 
the balance of the Sanctuary, that con- 
ſcience, not intereſt, may be the ruling 
principle, and that they may render 
to Ceſar the things that are Ceſars,and 
to God the things that are Gods; that 
they may become healers of our brea- 
ches, and happy repairers of the ſad 
ruines both in Church and State: and 
grant, O Lord, that asthoſe ſins which 
made them are become National, {0 
the repentance may be National allo, 
and that evidenc'd by the proper fruits 
of it, by zcal of reſtoring of the rights 
both of thee and thine: Anointed. And 
do thou, O Lord,ſo diſpoſe all hearts, 
and remove all obſtacles, that none 
may have the will, much leſs the pow- 
&, to hinder his peaceable reſtituti- 
on. And, Lord, let him bring with 
him an heart ſo entirely devoted to 
thee, that he may wiſh his own ho- 
nour only as a means to adyance 
thine. O let the precepts and example 
of his Bleſled Father never depart 
from his mind; and as thou wert 


L pleas'd 
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pleas'd to perfett the one by ſuffering, 

ſoperfeCt the other by acting thy will ; 

that He may be a blefled inſtrument 
of replanting the power inſtcad of the 
form of Godlinefs among us, of reſto- 
ring Chriſtian vertue in a prophane 
and almolt barbarous Nation. And if 
any wiſh him for any diſtant ends, if 
any deſire his thadow as a ſhelter for 
their riots and licentiouſneſs, O let 
him come a great but happy defeat to 
all ſuch, not bring tewel, but cure, 
ro their inordinate appctitesz and by 
his example asa Chriſtian, and his Au- 
thority as a King, ſo invite to good, 
and reſtrain from evil, that he may 
not onely releaſe our temporal, but 
our ſpiritual bondage, ſuppreſs thoſe 
foul and ſcandalous vices which have 
ſo long captivated us, and by ſccuring 
our inward, provide for the PerPCtu- 
ating our outward peace.
